Ellijay, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
The jury in the Kimmons case return- 
ed a verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
against Rev. J. A. Kimmons. 

Kimmons stood before Judge Morris 
today and said he had no remorse of 
conscience for killing Carter Linger- 
felt,.at Mount Pisgah churth, last 
Christmas Eve day. 

The évidence showed that his broth- 
er, Rev. Bunyan Kimmons, after the 
shooting had closed, emptied the pistol 
of the shells, reloading it, waved it 
over his head and said: “I am one of 
the old blue hen’s chickens.” 

J. A. Kimmons, who is 51 years old, 
was sentenced to eight years in the 
penitentiary, at the state farm, for 
manslaughter. 

His attorneys made a motion for a 
new trial. 

On a plea of’ guilty, Kimmons’ son 
was sentenced to serve one year in the 
penitentiary, or to pay a $100 fine for 
carrying a pistol, and John Scruggs, 
his son-in-law, one year, or $100 fine, 
for carrying a pistol. 

Rev. Bunyan Kimmons is at large, 
with $150 reward outstanding for him. 

The court was largely attended.

They will 
make their home fn Atlanta in the fu- 
ture. The cause of her action last night 
seems to have been an unreasoning 
jealousy of her husband, as there was 
no family breach of any kind, and the 
young couple were as happy as could 
be when the officers took their depar- 
ture, after warning Mrs. Moore that 
they would have to arrest her if she 
made another attempt.

Feared Mrs, Capitola 
Wood Is Unbalanced. 


Arrest of Attractive Brunette, 
Who Figured m Divorce Suit 
and Shot at Two Persons, 
Made at Instigation of W. C. 


Puckett. 


Mrs. Capitola Wood, an attractive 
black-haired woman about 38 years oid, 
who is well remembered in Atlanta be- 
cause of a number of sensational inc}- 
dents in which she has figured since 
suit for divorce was instituted against 
her by her husband about two years 
ago, was yesterday arrested on a writ 
of lumacy sworn out in the ordinary’s 
court by W. C. Puckett, city inves- 


tigator. 

Mr. Puckett said that he took the 
steps to secure her arrest because he 
feared that Mrs. Wood would carry out 
threats which she has made against a 
friend of his, and because he believes 
that the community would be served, 
as well as Mrs. Wood nerself, by hav- 
ing her sent to the asytum before she 
kills somebody. 

Handy With a Pistol. 

Mrs. Wood has made repeated threats 
against various people with whom she 
became angered during and subsequent 
to the divorce hearing, and has twice 
shot at persons in an effort to kill 
them. She first tried to shoot a little 
seamstress whom she fancied was re- 
ceiving attentions from her husband, 
and at another time she tried to kill 
Mr. Wood. 

For this offense she was arrested 
and convicted, serving a part of the 
time at the prison farm and staying 
part of the white at the asylum. 

She has made threats against the 
judges who tried the divorce’ suit, 
against various lawyers who offended 
her, and against many of the witnesses 
who testified at the trial, and it is be- 
lieved, Mr. Puckett says, that she has 
returned to Atlanta in order to carry 
out these threats. 

Returns to Atlanta. 

For two years after the trial was 
concluded by a supreme court decision, 
she remained away from Atlanta; but 
about four days ago she‘returned. Her 
presence in the city ‘became Known 
through a meeting between herself and 
one of the witnessés whom she had 
threatened, Meeting the latter—a wom- 
an—on the streets, Mrs. Wood attempt- 
ed to intercept her, it is stated. Fearing 
trouble, the lady against whom Mrs. 
Wood had made threats called the as- 
sistance of a police officer, and Mrs. 
Wood, seeing that officer, turned and 
left.

TAFT BENDS ENERGIES

Washington, January 27.—(Special.) 
Strong opposition developed today 
among senators and representatives 
from the grain growing states to the 
Canadian reciprocity treaty submitted 
yesterday by President Taft and it is 
now thought that the treaty cannot 
be ratified. 

Snags began to loom up in the path- 
Way of*thé agreement before it had 
been in the hands of congress twenty- 
four hours. and confident predictions 
of its failure were made freely by the 
Pillars of the protective tariff faith. It 
was said that even should the house 
accept the terms of the arrangements 
(which republican higth-tariff advo- 
cates didnot concede for a moment). 
it could not pass the senate. 

These diretul- prophecies were car- 
ried to the white house today by mem- 
bers who visited the president, osten¢ 
sibly on other business, but instead of 
their creating a pessimistic feeling 
there, Mr. Taft. it is said, received 
them with smiles which indicated tha? 
one, defeat would not turn him from 
his purpose. If his own party. before 
Surrendering control of the house of 
representatives, fails to seize the op- 
portunity and the credit of putting into 
Operation this reciprecal trade pact, 
the president, it is believed, will not 
hesitate to submit his program to the 
democrats, perhaps even in an extra 
se ahe new 2ongress.

On6 Man in the confidence of the 
president, who has been the adminis- 
tration mouthpiece on more than one 
occasion, came from the white house 
tonight with the declaration that the 
proposed Canadian arrangement would 
not die an easy death so long as Mr 
Taft was in the white house 

“fhe president was never more in 
earnest in his life,” said he. “He in- 
tends to ‘stay with it’ through th. 
Season, and to carry it to the next if 
necessary. He would not hesitate td 
call an extra session if he thought 
such a course would be necessary.’ 

Mr. Taft believes the mutual conces- 
sions arranged by the United States 
and Canada, especially the large nwn- 
ber of articles of foodstuffs which 
would be put on the free list, prom- 
ises a great humanitarian movement 
that ultimately would mean a materia] 
reduction in the cost of living. He be- 
lieves that evenif the promised reduc- 
tions are not at once apparent, the 
very presence of this dotument in con- 
gress will prove a deterrent force 
against continued advancement of the 
prices of food, 

Chauges in Senate Camplexion May 
Help Taft. 

The overturning of the republican 
majority of the house and the great 
change which will be made in the com- 
plexion of the senate after March 4, is 
thought by some to supply President 
Taft with more than an even chance 
of success. 

If the attitude of the democratic 
leaders proves a true index to the, p- 
sition whieh minority members of: the 
ways and means committee will take 
on a joint resolution to put the trade 
agreement into force, then such a res- 
olution can be brought out of com- 
mittee. 

Sheuld the resolution be brought 
out of the ways and means committee 
within the next fortnight, a vote could 
be had on it in the house during the 
present session. Whether it passes or 
not, it is likely a majority of the pres- 
ent democratic members will vote for 
it. This would be accepted as com- 
mitting the democratic house of the 
next sessions to its passage. 

| Impregnrable Barriers in Senate, 

t is in the senate that the barriers 
now™Nlook impregnable. A _ republican 
mem be f the finance committee gaid 
today that not one of the majority of 
that beady favored the proposed ar- 
r$ogement with Canada, one being ap- 
posed because they believed interests 
of their states to be jeopardized, and 
others basing their objections upon the 
ground of supposed menace to the 
principle of protection. The estimate 
by this member of the sentiment in the 
commfttee concerning the agreement 
may not be entirely correct. 

Aside from some criticism on the in- 
clusion of free lumber in the treaty, 
southern senators seemed inclined to 


favor the treaty. 

Those who voted for a duty on lum- 
ber last year will probably oppose ad- 
mitting Canadian lumber free now. 

Except for. lumber, they do not be- 
lieve the adoption of the treaty would 
have an appreciable effect upon the 
scuthbern states. It would, howeveny 
put the farmers of the wheat section 
bordering on the Canada line, in direct 
competition with the wheat farmers 
of Canada and would enable the man- 
ufacturing east to secure food. product¢ 
cheaper.

PROPOSED TREATY RECEIVED 
FAVORABLY IN LONDON 

London, January 27.—The scope of 
the reciprocity agreement between the 
United States and Canada came as a 
surprise to the Brit{sh public. No one 
had expected. so many changes to.the 
free list or such important tariff re- 
ductions as the detatis of the proposed 
measure revealed. The tarif freform 
newspapers from their commencement 
had made light of the negotiations be- 
tween the American ang Canadian 
commissions ang predicted practical 
failure to reach a mutual understand- 
ing. The genera] opinion was thatthe 
United States was so strongly wedded 
to high protection that it would not 
offer Canada much. 

The reception of the agreement 
here, however, is generally favorable. 
Most of the high officers are on vaca- 
tions, which will continue until par- 
liament meets, and those in town 
would not be interviewed today re- 
gerding the agreement. The libéral 
government, however, is distinctly fa- 
vorable to the proposed measure. 

London Papers Silent. 

Several officers pointed out todav 
that under the agreement the United 
Kingdom loses some advantages here- 
tofore enjoyed under the American 
tariff, but, nevertheless, the govern- 
ment is gratified that the Mbera! party 
in Canada is achieving some measures 
of its policy of give and take. 

At the offices of the Canadian com- 
mission here satisfaction was express- 
€d at the outcome of the negotiations. 
Tariff reformers and strong imperial- 
ists, however, are not enthusiastic 
over the treaty... The former consider 
the proposed measure demonstrates 
that while the WUnitea Kingdom re- 
mains a free trade country, Great 
Britain cantot compete with foreign- 
ers for the trade of its colonies. While 
they do not wish to antagonize the 
Canadian government by adverse 
criticism, they would have been better 
suited had the agreement been post- 
poned until after the imperia) confer- 
ence in May, from which they expect 
considerable grist from their tariff 
reform mill. 

Apparently, with the Purpose of 
waiting to hear from the political 
leaders, the London afternoon papers 
today did not treat editorially the 
reciprocity agreement. 

_ Would Reduce Print Paper Prices. 

New York, Januwary 27.—In the mat- 
ter of the print paper and wood pulp 
provisions in the reciprocity agree- 
ment, John Norris, chairman of the 
committee on paper of the American 
Newspaper Publighers’ Association, 
says the clause in the proposed reci- 
procity agreement with Canada is en-

SCANDAL ROUTS 
‘ADMIRAL BARRY 


Secretary of Navy De- 
mands Resignation. 


Officers of the West Virginia 
Not Satisfied With Retire- 
ment, Insisted Upon Barry’s 
Resignation on Account of 
His Conduct. 


Washington, January 27.—By direc- 
tion of the president, Secretary of the 
Navy Meyer asked Admiral Barry for 
his resignation. It has been received 
and was accepted today “for the good 
of the service,” according to an an- 
nouncement made by Scretary Meyer. 

The inforceg resignation is the out- 
growth of charges affecting the naval 
officer’s moral character. 

The resignation severs. the admiral's 
connection with the American navy 
after forty-five years of active service. 

In response to his telegraphic re- 
quest, Admiral Barry was placed on 
the retired list of the navy on Jan- 
uary 14. Later, however, reports be- 
gan to emanate from San Francisco 
that Admiral Barry’s retirement was 
forced by a demand that he resign on 
account of alleged scandalous conduct. 

Officers of. the cruiser West Vir- 
ginia, Admiral Barry's flagship, were 
not satisfied with requirement, but ‘'n- 
sisted upon his resignation. Captain 
Orchard, of the West Virginia, was 
asked for a formal statement when 
this report was received several days 
ago. On request of the president, 
Secretary Meyer telegraphed last night 
to Admira)] Barry, asking his resigna- 
tion.

Lack of Ammunition Kept 


Dorante’s Men From 
Being Massacred. 


San Jose, Mexico, via Marfa, Texas, 
January 27.—Details of the massacre cf 
federal troops under Colonel Dorante 
received here today show that he lost 
115 men when his soldiers were led 
into an insurrectos trap. The revolu- 
tionary loss was two. P. S. McCombs, 
a Seattle Scotchman, was with in the 
insurrectos in the battle. He is a vet- 
eran Of four wars, and is credited with 
killing four rurales. 

The massacre 
Cuchillo. 


The correspondent with the insurgent 
forces interviewed several captured 
government soldiers, and all of them 
gave practically the same account of 
their losses. Jose de LaCrux Sanchez 
and Torileio Ortega, Mexican 
owners, commanded the insurgents. The 
federal soldiers under Colonel Dorante, 
numbering nearly 400 men. would prob- 
ably have all been massacred had not 
the insurrectos exhausted their ammu- 
nition..The soldiers were entrapped in 
the mountains, and for nearly three 
days were under the fire of the insur- 
rectos. The insurgents captured 22 
Mauser carbines and 19 wounded men. 
Twenty horses belonging to the revo- 
lutionists were left in a canyon, 3 
miles from the battleground, and in 
their retreat the federal soldiers con- 


fiscated them. The government troops 
retreated in disorder to Coyama, and 


entrenched themselves. They made no 
attempt to cross the mountains to 
their headquarters at Ojinaga. Only

WILL MAKE CONGRESS GAVEL 
FROM JOHN ADAMS’ TREE 


Wood from a tree planted by John 
Quincy Adams is to be used in mak- 
ing the gavel with which President 
John M.. Parker will preside at the 
meetings of the Southern Commercial 
Congress here on March 8, 9 and 19. 
This gavel will contain pieces of wood 
from the sixteen southern states rep- 
resented at the congress. 

There is today standing [In the white 
house grounds in Washington city an 
American elm, said to have been 
planted by President Adams during his 
term of office. A piece of one of the 
branches of this elm has been furnish- 
ed to the executive committee of the 
Southern Commercial Congress by 
Colonel Spencer Cosby, U. S. A., in 
charge of public buildings and 
grounds. 

From this fragment will be made 
the handle of the gavel to be used by 
President Parker, of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, at its meeting here. 
The head of the gavel will be made up 
of sixteen pleces of wood, each piece 


representing the forest wealth of one | 


of the sixteen southern states united 
in the work of the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress. 

These contributions of wood have 
come in every case from the commis- 
sioner of agriculture of each state, 
and are duly attested. North Carobhina 
made the first contribution, sending 
long leaf pine as her ‘representative 
wood. Georgia, Texas and South Car- 
olina have also contributed long leaf 
pine. Kentucky and West Virginia 
have sent. oak; Maryland’ chestnut; 
Alabama, persimmon; Mississipp!, mag- 
nolia, etc.- 

The contribution of wood from the 
white. house is significant, say the 
officers of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, for it will unite the ‘south- 
ern states, the nation’s capital and 
the memory of the great New England 
president in a gavel whose raps are 
expected to lead, to a new union of 
the south along business lines for the 
purpose of building a greater nation 
through a greater south.

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STRAWBERRIES IN JANUARY 
SOUNDS ALMOST LIKE FAKE 


Strawberries in January. It sounds 
like a hoax, but the luscious red fruit 
is realiy on sale in some of the pro- 
duce markets. The shipments were 
made from Florida, and the fine fruit 
came in fresh and sweet. But the 
freshness and sweetness and luscious- 
mess come dear, for strawberries in 
January cannot be bought for less than 
60 cents a quart. 

The Florida fruits 
are now coming in plentifully, 
one or two things have been reduced 
in price since last week. Tomatoes, 
which sold then for cents a dozen, 
cost only 60 cents a dozen now, and 
new snap beans sel! for 20 cents a 
quart, instead of 25. 

Otherwise no changes have 
made in the prices, which are 
lows: 

New beets, 19 cents a bunch; 
lish peas, 25 cents a quart; carrots and 
radishes, 10 cents a bunch; new onions, 
5 cents a bunch; cucumbers, 10 cents 
each; dry peas, 20 cents a quart; cauli- 
flower, 15 cents a pound: celery, 15 
eents a stalk, two for 25 cents; lettuce, 
15 cents a head, two for 26 cents; tur-

nips, 5 cents a bunch; rutabaga tur- 
nips, 3 cents a pound; new cabbage, °o 
cents a pound; turnip salad, 25 cents 
a peck, and spinach, 50 cents a peck. 

Oranges sell for 30 and 40 cents a 
dozen; apples for 50 and 60 cents a 
peck, except the western apples, which 
cost 50 and 60 cents a dozen; bananas, 
10 cents a dozen; lemons, 30 cents a 
dozen; grapefruit, 10 and 15 cents 
apiece; pineapples, 15 and 20 cents 
each; grapes, 25 cents a pound, and 
nuts, 20 cents a pound. 

Meats are selling at the same old 
prices, but eggs have been reduced to 
35 cents a dozen. 

In the fish markets, Georgia shad 
are selling for $1.50 apiece; mullet 
roe, 25 cents a pound: devilled crabs, 
10 certs apiece; scallops, 50 cents a 
quart; oysters, 80 and 40 cents a quart. 

At present, however, trout sells for 
156 cents a pound; Finnan haddies, 
Spanish mackerel, California salmon, 
haltibut and smelts for 20 cents a 
pound; pompano, 30 cents; black bass 
15 cents; perch,12% cents; mango snap- 
per, 15 cents; red snapper, i2% cents 

Quail cost 35 cents each; Mallard 
ducks, $1.50 a pair, and teal ducks, 
$1.25 a pair.

Frank Seaman, one of the best known advertising men in the

country, and a student of economic subjects, is agitating a reform 
he believes will be of widespread effect in putting money in the 
average American pocketbook—the substitution of the “exact” price 
system for the “even price” system in general buying. 


The terms sound formidable, but lend themselves easily to 


definition. 


For illustration: The difference in the store cost of the articles 


bought by the average man, such as shirts, shoes, hats, gloves, is 
represented by an even figure—such as the jump from the dollar 
value to the dollar and a half value, from the three and a half dol- 
lar value for shoes to the four dollar value, and so on indefinitely. 


Mr. Seaman contends that the difference in the cost of producing 


varying grades.of articles is, almost invariably, fractional and not 
even. 


Again to illustrate: It is probable that the actual difference 
in cost of production between the gloves you buy at one dollar and 
at one and a half dollars, is not fifty cents, but thirty-seven cents. 
Under a more rational system of pricing, Mr. Seaman believes. 
the retail selling figure would appear at its real, and not artificia] 
value. How much that would save the average buyer it is difficult 
to estimate, conceding that Mr. Seaman’s theories are soundly based.

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CONFERENCE SOON 


ON MILEAGE RULE 


Secretary Richardson 
Writes Mr. Ashe. 


Explains That Delay in An- 
swering Request of Traveling 
Men Had Been Occasioned 
by Difficulty in Finding Day 
That Would Suit All Parties. 


A conference between the railroad 
men and the travelers’ associations in 
reference to the mileage rule now 
seems extremely probable. 

H. M. Ashe, secretary of the various 
traveling organizations interested in 
effecting a change in the _ present 
method of exchanging mileage for 
tickets, yesterday received a letter 
from Joseph Richardson, chairman of 
the Southeastern Paasenger Associa- 
tion, in which he states that endeavors 
are now being made to fix a date for 
such a conference. He states that there 
is no disposition on the part of the 
carriers to ignore the request of the 
traveling men and that the delay has 
been oocasioned by the difficulty of 
finding a day when all the parties in- 
terested could get together. 

Believed They Were Ignored. 

Before the receipt of Mr. Richard- 
son's letter, the travelers had thought 
that the railroads wished to!gnore their 
request for a conference, and in conse- 
quence Secretary Ashe had been au- 
thorized to call a meeting for Satur- 
day afternoon, when summary meas- 
ures were to be adopted. The infor- 
mation conveyed by Mr. Richardson 
changes the aspect of the case, and a!l- 
though the meeting will be held, it 
will be for the purpose of considering 
the letter. 

The traveling men feel that a confer- 
ence with the railroad men. wilil be 
of great mutual benefit, not only as to 
the mileage question, but ag to other 
matters as well. They point out that 
the travelers, in exchange for certain 
courtesies from the roads, can greatly 
aid the latter in stopping certain leaks 
and curtailing certain unnecessary ex- 
penditures. A feeling of hearty co- 
operation between both paltties, they 
say, would be of inestimable advantage 
to both. 

Letter to Mr, Ashe. 

Following is Secretary Richardson's 
letter to Mr. Ashe: 

H.z M. Ashe, kisq., Secretary Commu- 
nication Committee, Travelers’ Protec- 
tive Association, United Commercial 
Travelers’ Association, Georgia Travel- 
ers Association, Atlanta, Ga.: Dear 
Sir—Referring to your favor of the 6th 
inst., to which I replied on the 
date advising that although neither 
the Southeastern “assenger Associa- 
tion nor any officer or committee 
thereof had any authority in the mat- 
ter of mileage tickets, I would trans- 
mit copy of vour letter to the proper 
Officers of the several railroads and 
promptly communicate with you upon 
receipt of advices from them in re 
sponse to yvour request for-conference. 
I now beg to advise that the carriers’ 
representatives have been endeavoring 
to arrange among themselves for a date 
for conference with your committee, 
but aly mn, 3 to pressure of other eygage- 
ments thev have thus far-found it im- 
practicable to select a date on which 
all of the interests coficerned could 
meet in Atlanta, and it. is considered 
desirable that when the conference is 
held with your committee there be a 
representative attendance of the car- 
riers interested. There is no -disposi- 
tion to ignore your request for confer- 
ence; On the contrary, the carriers have 
been diligently endeavoring, as afore- 
said, to arrange a date for such con- 
ference. My present advices are to the 
effect that I shal! doubtless be placed 
in position to advise you definitely on 
or about February 15 as to a date on 
which the carriers’ representatives can 
meet your committee in Atlanta.

ILLEGALLY HELD 


So Declares Cummins 


On Senate Floor. 


Seven Corrupt Votes Invali- 
date Title, the lowa Senator 
Says--Contends for Rule That 
Would Deny Seat to Sena- 
tors So Elected. 


Washington, January 27.—Conten4d- 
ing for a rule of procedure that would 
deny a seat in the senate to any man 
whose election had been accomplished 
by fraud, Mr. Cummins, of lowa, today 
concluded his speech in the senate in 
opposition to the report of the com- 
mittee on privileges and _ elections, 
holding Senator Lorimer's right to his 
seat to be unimpeached. 

He declared that at least seven mem- 
bers of the Hlinots legislature had 
been involved in bribery proceedings 
in conneotion with the Lorimer elec- 
tion, and holding that these should be 
subtracted from Lorimer'’s vote, and 
not from the total poll, contended that 
the untainted vote had not been suf- 
ficient to accomplish Mr. Lorimer’s 
success. 

Urges Senate to Pretect liself, 

The senate was urged protect 
itself against such proceedings. 

“If the rule is adopted, it means that 
if bribery is skillfully done, it will af 
ways accomplish its purpose,’ the sen 
ator said. “It means that you can 
bribe a sufficient number of members 
without any evil consequence, provided 
you bribe just enough to reduce the 
total to the point where the candidate 
has a majority. This,” he said, ‘was 
an unthinkable position.’ 

Mr. Bailey said that the corrupt vote 
should be subtracted both from Loi- 
nmer's vote andthe tota] vote. Saying 
that there bad been 202 votes cast in 
the senatorial election, he said the 
7 corrupt votes should be deducted 
from the 202 votes and also from the 
10s cast for Lorimer, which would 
give Lorimer 101 votes out vf 193—a 
Clear majority.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, January 27.—Cotton was 
still kept within narrow bounds, the 
speculation being rgely professional. 
The aituation, in a Way, is tied up. A 
powerful bull element has cotton fu- 
tures in its grasp and would be able to 
mete out severe punishment to those 
who might sell the market short ag- 
gressively and on a large scale. Room 
traders have felt the power of the lead- 
ing bulk for many weeks past, al- 
though they still persist in “feeling for 
the top.” But it is argued that if the 
bull leaders undertook to liquidate on 
any large scale the ground would 
crumble beneath them. However, this 
may be, fluctuations have at present a 
monotonous swing to and fro and no 
real progress, upward or downward, for 
more than about 25 points has been 
made for some time past. In reality 
both sides are awaiting developments 
and biding: their time. The spot mar- 
kets at the south are reported firm 
with a good demand and certainly ex- 
ports have recently been on a large 
scale. In Liverpool the spot sales have 
baan liberal and Manchester's priceg 
have been firm, while it is stated Lan- 
cashire mills are very busy in filling 
orders recently placed. Large spot in- 
terests here and in Philadelphia have 
been steady buyers of futures, and it is 
also believed that spinners are buying 
futures to some extent daily. 

From North Carolina reports have 
been received of a rather better de- 
mand for yarns. Bulls have given subp- 
port to prices here whenever they have 
shown a sinking tendency and still pre- 
dict, higher prices later on when they 
thim«x the pinch of scarcity will be felt 
by merican spinners who have been 
holding aloof while European spinners 
have bought freely this season. On the 
other hand, stock at New York Is grad- 
ually increasing, and, though for the 
most part of excellent grade and rela- 
tively cheap is strangely enough neg- 
lected. European trade, too, is said to 
be less active so far as new business is 
concerned. 

Everybody ts predicting a big acre- 
age this season, especially if Texas gets 
copious’ rains, which it urgently 
needs.’ The outstanding short interest 
in the speculative market is said to be 
smal. Prominent members of the 
Waldorf-Astoria groups of bulls are 
known to have been selling out during 
the last ten days, and it is said that 
other large operators on the long side 
have also been reducing their holdings 
during the last two weeks disgusted 
with the failure of the market to ad- 
or 20 cents on the govern- 
ment crop estimate of December 3 and 
bullish developments of one kind or an- 
then. Meantime, as already 
the bull clique keeps its grip 
and the rank and file 
are in a Micawber-like attitude wait- 
ing for something new to turn up.

the case itself had been settled, al- 
though a friendly relation existed be- 
tween the company and the federation. 
As an officer of the court; Mr. Daven- 
port added that he suspected that the 
disputes between the company and the 
federation had been so adjusted that 
there was nothing left for the court to 
decide except who should pay the costs. 
He then produced a copy of an agree- 
ment which, he said, his client had sent 
him very recently, providing for the 
adjustment of disputes and for the 
publication by the American Federa- 
‘tion of Labor that the company was 
on. friendly relations with the federa- 
tion. 

Chief Justice White asked Judge 
‘Alton B. Parker, one of counsel for 
the American Federation of Labor, 
what he had to say. Mr. Parker re- 
sponded that there wag no doubt but 
that it was moot. 

Thereupon the chief justice an- 
nounced that the court would not con- 
tinue to hear the arguments, when the 
only question possible was to deter- 
mine who should pay the costs. 

Contempt Case Taken Up. 

Judge Parker then began his argu- 
ment of.the contempt cage. The prin- 
cipal charges against hig clients were 
summarized as being that they had is- 
sued publications in violation of the 
injunction against boycotting the 
Buck’s Stove and Range Company. Ac- 
cording to Judge Parker, the court of 
appeals in passing on the validity of 
the injunction had held that the lower 
court was wrong in enjoining publi- 
cation against the Buck's Stove and 
Range Company, as well ag against its 
customers. He contended that the 
court of appeals held that the Mwer 
court had power to enjoin only pub- 
lications in furtherance of a direct 
boycott against the St. Louig concern. 
Hence, he argued that the other por- 
tion of the injunction was void from 
the time it was issued. Since the acts 
of his clients were only prohibit by 
the void portion of the decree, he 
urged, the district court could not pun- 
tsh them for contempt, under the stat- 
utes of the United States. He de- 
clared that a portion of the injunction 
decree being void the entire decree 
was void, and even if the acts of his 
clients were not as he claimed they 
were, that the court could not punish 
them for violating a void decree. 

The acts of his clients were described 
as the exercise of the constitutional 
right of freedom of speech and press. 

The argument of the case will be 
concluded Monday. 

History of the Case. 

The Buck’s Stove and Range Company 
was selling stoves and ranges through- 
out the United States at the time the 
suit began. It was doing a business of 
$1,250,000 a year. It complained that 
the American Federation of Labor and 
Its members were conspiring to ruin 
its business by means of a boycott. 
The court was asked to grant an ix- 
junction to restrain the American Fed- 
eration of Labor from printing in its 
official organ, The American Federa- 
tionist, the name of the company as 
being on the “We-don’'t>patronize-list.”’ 
The oppositfmn of. the federation was 
alleged to be due to a strike of metal 
polishers in the shops of the company. 

The supreme court of ths District of 
Columbia issued the injunction. The 
court of appeals of the district modi- 
fied the decree in several ways, the 
pNncipal modification being based on 
the holding that the injunction against 
the publication of the company’s name 
on the “We-don't-patronize list’’ 
should be effective only when the pub- 
lication was “in furtherance of such a 
boycott.” In go doing, it is contended 
that the lower court made a distinc- 
tion between a boycott of the company 
by the members of organized labor and 
a boycott of the members against the 
compeny’s customers who refused to 
stop dealing with the company. It is 
urged that only the second king of 
boycott was held illegal. 

Both Sides Appealed From Decision. 

Both sides appealed from this de- 
cision. The manufacturing company 
believed that it did not go far enough, 
and the defendants took the position 
that it went too far. 

The attorneys for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor contend that each one 
of the defendants had a right to re- 
fuse to patronize those who dealt with 
the stove and range company and, 
therefore, they could combine in re- 
fusing. It is said that what was law- 
ful for one was lawful when done 
combination. This position is t- 
tacked as being opposed to the liberty 
to dispose of one’s goods and as be- 
ing contrary to the decisions of all 
the states of the union. The lower 
court "was divided on the point. 

For the American Federation of La- 
bor, it is argued, that to prohibit the 
publication of the “We-don't-patronize 
list’ would be an _ interference with 
constitutional rights and the freedom 
of the press. On the other hand, it Is 
contended that even a constitutional 


part of a conspiracy prohibited by law. 
Business Not Property Right. 

Still further, it is argued that bus- 
iness is not property nor a property 
right, but rather a mere abstraction in- 
capable of judicial protection. This 
proposition is opposed also. 

Before the injunction of the original 
court had been passed on by the higher 
court, the Buck’s Stove and Range 
Company complained that President 
Gompers, Vice President Mitchell and 
Secretary Morrison had violated its 
provisions by commenting publicly on 
the effect of the injunction. They 
were brought into court and held to be 
in contempt. Now it is argued in 
their behalf that the lower court had 
not issued a valid injunction, and that 
they could ‘not be punished, therefore, 
for disobeying it. That it was not a 
proper injunction is shown, it is ar- 
gued, by the fact that the higher court 
modified it.

Mr. Puckett’s Statement. 

In explanation of his action, Mr.

“After careful consideration, and 
taking legal advice, I became satisfied 
that not only the interest of society, 
but, indeed, the welfare of Mrs. Wood 
herself, required that she be confined. 

“It is one of the defects in our law 
that investigation of the mental condi- 
tion of -lunatics is nowhere made the 
duty of any officer. 

“It thus too often happens that in- 
sane persons are allowed to go at large 
until they commit murder, and then 
everybody says, ‘I told you so.’ I reach- 
ed the. conclusion that, in serving my 
friend, I was serving the community; 
therefore, I instituted this proceeding.” 

The proceedings are unusual in the 
court of the ordinary, the writ on 
which Mrs. Wood was arrested being 
almost equivalent to a bench warrant. 
A number of certificates from physi- 
clans, asyftum ‘authorities, well-known 
lawyers and court officials will be rre- 
sented.
